Caracas, Venezuela, Dec. 18,—{Copyright, 
1895, by the New York World.}]—The news of 
the Cleveland message uncompromisingly 
upholding Venezuela and the Monroe doc- 


trine created the wildest joy and enthusiasm . 


in this capital. It has produced new confi- 
dence in the future of the country and acts 
ae on business activity and enter- 

The Venezuelan Foreign Office declares it 
will sustain the dignity and sovereignty of 
the republic by force if necessary. One hun- 
dred and fifty thousand soldiers can be put 
into the field. The government declines to 


‘Speak officially in regard to the Uruan inci- 


dent, but the World correspondent is as- 
sured that it will refuse to concede the in- 
demnity of $60,000 recently demanded by 
Great Britain. 

It is reported British warships are on their 
way hither. The arrival of the American 
naval squadron is anxiously awaited. 

The Venezuelan press calls upon the peo- 
ple to show their patriotism on this great 
occasion, and their gratitude towards the 


noble republic of the North which has 


proved in the supreme crisis its stanch al- 
Mance to the principles laid down by its 
most advanced statesmen in the early years 
of its history. The press also urges upon 
the people the duty of preparing at once for 
war with all their energy. 

Special editions were issued by the news- 
papers in the evening, reiterating the ex- 
pression of the popular feeling of gratitude 
that there was at least to be a union of po- 
litical sentiment between North and South 
America, productive of beneficcnt results. 

They also declare their confidence in the 
outcome of the commission which President 
Cleveland proposes to send to examine into 
the merits of the dispute with Great Britain. 
The prestige of the United States, they add, 
is now unique in the political world. | 

Englishmen resident in Caracas betray 
their uneasiness, but express the hope there 
will be a peaceful solution of the difficulty. 

Tonight Caracas is crazy with patriotic 
enthusiasm.

TO PUT LIEUT. PAGUE IN AN ASYLUM, 


Assailant of Cel. Crofton at Fort Sher- 
idan Is Found to Be Insane. 

Lieut. Samuel S. Pague of the Fifteenth 
Infantry, who attempted to shoot Col. 
Crofton at Fort Sheridan Oct. 3, will be 
taken to the government insane asylum at 
Washington, D. C.,.in a few days. This dis- 
position of the case isthe result of the court- 
martial which considered his case and a- 
recommendation,by. Gen. Merritt, command- 
ing the Department of the Missouri, that 
Lieut. Pague be placed in restraint, 

The fact that a recommendation had been 
made for the transfer of Pague to the 
asylum is an indication the court-martial 
held to the view that Pague was not re- 
sponsible at- the time he shot af Col. Crofton. 
The delay in the approval of the findings 
can only be explained on the theory that an 
official report on Pague’s mental condition 
was desired from the posi surgeon so that 
the findings and the order of transfer could 

ade at the same time. 

na Wesley Merritt said last night: “I 
have recommended to the authorities at 
Washington that Lieut. Pague be placed in 
the insane asylum at Washington, but I 
have heard nothing from Washington. I 
made the recommendation several days ago, 
and will probably hear from, Washington in 
the morning. 

“The attending physicians at the post have 
informed me Lieut. Pague is losing his mind 
and is gradually - ‘growing worse. He is a 
victim of alcoholism. That he was insane 
was developed, to a limited degree, in the 
court-martial held a month ago. There was 
no insanity commissison held in his case. 
I simply made the recommendation in the 
routine manner, and it was acted upon in 
the same way. I did not suggest he be re- 

moved immediately, but have no doubt he 


will be taken away at once.”

Management—Can Be Made.to Pay. 
The financial condition of the People’s In- 
stitute has been made a matter of general 
comment through the happenings of the last 
few days, and an effort is now being made 


tu straighten out the tangle and place the 


institution on @ sound financial basis, It is 
said the company will be reorganized Jan. 1, 
and there will be a complete change in mar.- 
agement. 

Before the enterprise can be said to be on 
a sound footing it will be necessary to ar- 
range for the payment of debts amounting 
to $40,000, of which $30,000 is bonded. The 
remaining $10,000 is composed principally 
of small claims, in the shape of bills for 


merchandise and supplies. 

Charles E. Jones, an expert accountant, 
bas been engaged for some time in making 
an examination of the accounts of the insti- 
tution. He says its financial condition is 
bad, but he is confident proper management 
would result in the payment of all pressing 
claims within a reasonable time. Some of 
the creditors have sued and obtained judg- 
ment. 

Peabody, Houghteling & Co. hold the bonds, 
amounting to $90,000. For some months 
this firm has collected certain rentals from 
tenants in the building, in order to make sure 
of the interest. None of the bonds have 
been paid off since the building was opened. 


Its White Elephant. 
The stores on the ground floor have not 


paid well, and as a result the majority are | 


vacant. 

The greatest “‘white elephant” the build- 
ing maintains is the theater, or auditorium. 
It proved an expensive luxury, and its 
total earnings in the last six months would 
scarcely pay for the light and heat con- 
sumed. It is one of the largest theaters in 
the city, having a seating capacity of 2,300. 
For some months it has been under the man- 
agement of T. B. Gleason. Mr. Gleason has 
a company of his own, and for some time 
has been in absolute control of the theater, 
under a contract made with the Rev. W. G. 
Clarke, President of the People’s Institute. 
Bishop Fallows and others of the Board of 
Directors have not approved of Mr. Glea- 
sons’ management, and when the condition 
of affairs became known a few days ago Mr. 
Gleason was asked to step out.

MAY RESULT IN A BOND ‘ISSUE. 


Shipments of Gold on Saturday Will 

Bring the Reserve Below $70,000,000. 

New York, Dec. 18.—[{Special.}—Unexpect- 
ed sales of cable exchange today warrant 
the prediction that from $2,000,000 to $4,00v,- 
000 in gold will be withdrawn from the Treas- 
ury for shipment on Saturday. This will 
bring the gold reserve below $70,000,000, for 
it stood today at $72,687,435. Two of Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s bond calls were made with 
the reserve at about this mark.

Two Alleged Health Officers Steal $207 
from Mra. Smutney. 

Two unknown men, claiming to be health 

officers in the employ of the City Health

SEVERAL UNIVERSITIES INTERESTED 


Court Decision by Which Colleges May 
‘Be Largely Benefited. 

By a decision made yesterday in the Gener- 
al Term of the New York State Supreme 
Court the claim of Northwestern Univer- 
sity to $100,000 from the estate of Daniel 
B. Fayerweather is sustained, as well as 
the claim of five Eastern co'leges. The en- 
tire amount involved is over $2,000,000.

Deplorable State of Affairs in a Mon- 
treal Bank. 

Montreal, Que., Dec. 18.—The meeting of 
the shareholders of the Banque du Peuple 
has revealed a deplorable state of affairs. 
The legal adviser admitted $1,994,000 of the 
bank’s funds had been invested without the 
knowledge or consent of the directors; that

CHANGES MADE IN THE RULES. 


Cemmittee Submits a Draft of Its Pen- 
sion Fund Work. 

The Committee on Rules of the Board of 
Trustees of the School Pension Fund went 
to the meeting of the Board of Education 
last night prepared to report; and as it was 
determined not to have a meeting of the 
trustees until Friday night distributed copies 
wn report for consideration in the mean- 
while. 

The rules provide the stated meetings shall 
be held after the adjournment of the first 
Board of Education meeting in January, 
April, July, and October. The standing com- 
mittees are as follows: Finance, five mem- 
bers; Annuities, seven members; Claims, 
renege members; and Judiciary four mem- 


on teachers and employés retiring before 
contributing to the fund, 3-5 of 20 years or 
3-5 of 25 years until January, 1908, the Sec- 
retary of the Board of Trustees shall with- 
hold from the annuity of each and every 
woman annuitant a sum equal to 1 per cent 
of the salary received by said annuitant 
at the time of retirement; a similar percent- 
age shall be withheld yearly from each and 
every man annuitant, until January, 1911. 
The board reserves to itself the right to re- 
fuse an annuity to a teacher or employé 
who has served the requisite number of 
years, yet resigns, or is discharged, or not 
reélected by the Board of Education be- 
cause of moral obliquity. 

The annual election of two trustees by 
the teachers and employés shal! take place 
the first Tuesday in November. On the first 
Saturday in October there shall be held in 
each of the seven school districts at the 
hour and in the places designated by the 
Board of Trustees a meeting consisting of 
one delegate from each primary, grammar, 
and high school within the given district. 
These delegates shall nominate*two trustees 
and forward to the Secretary of this board 
the names of the nominees. The Secretary 
shall print Australian ballots containing 
the names of the nominees from the seven 
districts. Voters shall be registered by the 
principals of the various schools two weeks 
before the election. Ballots cast shall be 
forwarded to the Secretary, who, with one 
delegate from each of the seven nominat- 
ing conventions, shall count them and re- 
port the results to this board. 

The rules prescribe forms of application 
for arinuities by the teacher or employé or 
their heirs, and for refunding. A teacher's 
or employé’s application for annuity states 
what amount is applied for, the applicant’s 
position and in what school, the present 
salary, when assigned, how long in the 
service of the board continuously’ since, 
noting exceptions, and the reasons for apply- 
ing. The application of heirs states the sum 
of money applied for, by whom contributed, 
of what school, when assigned and in what 
school, and is accompanied by a certificate 
of the ‘President and Secretary of the Board 
of Education as to the amount contributed 
to the fund by the decedent. 

The application for refunding to dis- 
charged teachers or employés states the 
sums contributed, the amount of interest, 
the total, when-assigned and at what school, 


and is followed by a certificate of the Presi-. 


dent and Secretary of the Board of Educa- 
tion as to the amount due,
